Sr1r,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weiyht of twu (vias; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.— By the last Express 1 dispatched as usual 
a uumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J] not done go, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
he Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (ag was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 


4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more thantwo papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
20 marked. 


5th—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 folas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newapaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 


to that limit, and shall continue the practice uatil .

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Simla, 8th October 1847,—Vhe Right Hon'ble 
the Governor General having taken into consider- 
ation the rules under which Officers of Mounted 
Corps are at present permitted to select Chargers, 
and the difficulty represented to have been ex- 
perienced by them in obtaining Chargers by 
private purchase mn the market, is pleased to re- 
seind the Kegulations published in Government 
General Orders No. 124 of the 26th June 1837, 
and No. 37 of 22ud January 1847, and to substi- 
tute for them the following revised rules, which 
are to have effect from this date. 


In modifying the Regulations on this subject, 
the Governor General is desirous of affording the 
Officers of Worse Artillery and Cavalry every faci- 
lity, consistent with the interests of Government, 
of mounting themselves efficiently from the Re- 
mounts allotted to Corps, under conditions which 
will be hereafter specified; but with reference to 
the additional expense now entailed on the State 
by retaining the Horses at the Remount Depot at 
Kurnaul until they are five years old, whereby 
their value is considered to be proportionably 
evhanced, the price to be paid for all Stud-bred, 
Arab or Colonial Remounts, is in dagure do be 
seven hundred (700) Rupees. 


The Governor General having also taken into 
consideration the necessity for Officers attached to 
Light Field Batteries bemg mounted on parede, 
is pleased to extend to them the privilege of 
selecting Chargers fiom forses the property of the 
State. Their selection, however, is limited to the 
Remounts which join their Batteries, and the 
price to be paid for each, is the maximum price 
allowed by Government for their purchase, viz. 
four hundred (400) Rupees. 

1. Inthe first instance every Officer attached, 
and duiag duty with a ‘Troop of Horse Artillery 
or Regiment of Cavalry, will be permitted to 
select from the Remounts of the Regiment, two 
Horsesas Chargers; and the Medical Officers, Vete- 
rinary Surgeons and Riding Masters of such Corps, 
when permanently attached, one Horse of the same 
descriptiun, on the terms hereinafter specified. 
Selected Chargers now in the possession of Officers 
are to come under these regulations. 

2, Inthe same manner every European Com- 
missioned Officer attached to Horse ‘ield Bat- 
tories, will be allowed to select Chargers from the 
Remounts which join their Batteries. 
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&% Horses sent as Remounts from the Depot 
to complete Corps, shall be continned to be con- 
sidered as such for three months from the date of 
their joining. 

4. When two or more Officers are to select at 
the same time, the Senior is to have the first choice, 
but must not be permitted to choose a second 
Horse till his Junior or Juntors have chosen one. 


2 Horses selected as Chargeis are always to be 
branded with the mark of the Regiment, and en- 
tered on the Descriptive Roll of the Corps when 
they are delivered over to the Selecting Officer. 

6. No Officer is to be allowed to replace his 
Charger, from Elorses the property of the State, un- 
less the animal was duly entered in the * Regis- 
ter of Officer’s Chargers ;” and only then in the 
event of such Charger having died, been killed in 
action, captared, stolen, Jost, shot at the recom- 
mendation of a Station or Detachment Committee, 
or have been reported by such a Committee unfit 
for further service, from age, vice, disease. or pers 
manent unsoundness. In cases where the Charger 
has been reported unfit for further service, with- 
out being mfeciiously diseased, his Owner may 
dispose of him at his discretion. 

7. Officers returning from Furlough or re- 
joining from Staff employ, are permitted to 
select Chargers, as allowed in Articles TP aud 2, 
without reference to their having enjoved that 
indulgence before thev proceeded to lurope, or 
were detached on Staff employ. 


8. Selected Chargers may be exchanged between 
Officers of the same Corps, with the sanction of 
the Commanding Officer: or whea their full price 
has been recovered by the Pay Master, may be 
sold to any Officer of the same Corps entitled to 
a choice; the purchaser in that case to stand in 
the place of such choice, and the seller to be al- 
lowed to select another Charger. 

9. An Officer who finds on trial that he has 
made an unsuitable selection, may return the 
Horse to the Ranks and select another trom the 
Regimental Remounts, provided his desire to do 
so, be made known to the Commanding Officer 
of the Corps within three months, from the date 
of selection, and provided the Horse to be return- 
ed, be reparted by a Regimental Committee, as 
sound and fit for the Service as when selected. 

10. At any time after the lapse of six months, 
and within twelve from the date of selection, a 
Charger may, with the permission of the Com- 
manding Officer of the Corps, be returned for the 
purpose of being placed in the Ranks, 1f reported 
by a Regimental Committee to be perfectly fit for 
the Service; butin such case, the Officer returu- 
ing the Horse, will uot be permitted to choose 
another in his room, and will merely be entitled 
to receive back from the Pay Master the full 
rice, or such portion of the price as may have 
been deducted from his Pay and Allowances. 


11. In all cases where an Officer wishes to 
select a Charger, or to sell, exchange, or place in 
the Ranks, a selected Charger, he is to make a 
written application to the Commanding Officer of 
his Corpse, who when necessary, will assemble a 
Regimental Committee composed of a President, 
not under the sank of Captain, and {wo Subalterns 
as members; the report of proceedings of which 
are not to be considered complete without his, 
the Commanding Officer’s, countersignature. 

12, When Officers are removed from one Bri- 
gade of Horse Artillery, Regiment of Cavalry, 
or Horse Field Battery, to another, they may take 





their selected Chargers with them; and the Horses 
so transferred are to be erased from the Register 
of the one Corps and entered in that of the other, 


13. The selected Chargers of Officers who 
may retire from the service, proceed on Furlouch 
to Europe, be nominated to the General Staff, 
or any other detached permanent employ, or be 
transferred froin the Horse to the Foot Artillery, 
or from a Horse Field Battery to the Horse Artil- 
lery, are not to be sold or taken out of the Regi. 
ment, Troop or Battery to which their owners 
belonged, unless purehasers cannot be found in 
the Corps, and the Horses be pronounced by a 
Regimental Committee unfit for aduussion ty the 
ranks, in which cases they may be disposed of at 
the discretion of their owners, 

14. ‘Phe terms on which Chargers, the proper. 
ty of the several classes of Officers specified in 
the foregoing para, are in the first instance to 
be offered for sale to such Officers of the Corps 
as are entitled to select Chargers, and in’ defanit 
of parchasers to be tendered for admission to the 
ranks, ate, as follows. 

If six years old, fall price, and if above six, but 
not exceeding twelve years, a deduction is to be 
made at the rate of ten per cent. per annum for 
the period elapsed since the Horse attained the 
age of six years.

15. In the Annual Return furnished on the Ist 
of October by Officers Commanding Mounted 
Corps, showing the probable number of Horses 
that will be required to complete each Corps, a 
column will be added In which is to he inserted 
the number of Chargers required by Officers. 

16. he price of Chargers selected by Off- 
ceis, to be realized from their Pay and Allowances

Sirn,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honoi to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Caleutta Papers, 1utimat- 
ing to the public generally, espectally the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents tu mark * per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited wetght uf two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express.

The following Extract from the proceedings of the 
Hon’ble the President of the Council of India in 
Council, in the Legislative branch of the Home 
Department, under date the 6th November 1847, 
13 published for general information : 


Read a second time the Draft of a proposed Act 
dated the 3Ist October 1846, and sublie ied in the 
Caleutta Gazette of the 7th November 1846, to 
enable the Commissioners who may be appointed 
under Act to purchase real or personal pro- 
perty for the improvement of the Town of Calcutta. 


Resolution.—The Hor’ble the President in Coun- 
cil resolves that the following amended Draft on 
the subject be published fur general information: 


Act No. oF 1847. 


To enable the Commissioners who may he appoint- 
ed under Act XVI. of 1847 to purchase and 
hold real or personal property for the improve- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta. 


Whereas by Act XVI. of 1847, entitled an Act 
for constituting Commissioners for the Improve- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta, partly by appoint- 
ment of the Government and partly by election of 
the Rate-payers, pruvision was made for the ap- 

vintment and election of such Commissioners, or 
in defanlt of election, for the appointment of the 
whole of such Commissioners. 


And whereas it is expedient, that provision 
should be made to enable such Commissioners to 
purchase and hold real or personal property for the 
purposes aforesaid in manner hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas it is probable that benevolent and 

ublic apirited individuals, with the view of contri- 
bting to the impravement and adornment of the 
said Town may be desirous of settling real or 
personal property by Deed or Will upon such Com- 
missioners : 

I. Isis therefore enacted, that the said Qom- 
missioners shall be Trustees for and on behalf of 
the Government of Fort William in Bengal, and 
of tha inhpbitants of Calcutta, and shall sue and be 
eyed at Law and in Equity in Her Mujesty’s Su- 
preme Court of Judicature at Fort William by the 
hate pf the Commissioners for the improvement of 
the Town of Calcutte, and shall have a common 
aéat; aod'shall have power to take, purchases and 











hold lands, tenements, hereditaments, ‘goods, chat- 
tels and other property, as such Trustees for the 
purposes aforesaid. 


IJ. And it is enacted, that whenever it shall 
appear to the said Commissioners, or a majority of 
them, that it ig necessary they should purchase any 
any houses, buildings or grounds for the purposes 
aforesaid, the said Commissioners shall represent 
the same to the Governor of Bengal, and if he shall 
consent thereto, but not otherwise, shall enter into 
treaties for the purchase of such houses, buildings 
or grounds with the owners thereof, and in case 
they shall not be able to come to agreement with 
such owners or the amount of compensation shall 
not be settled by arbitration as hereinafter pro- 
vided, then the said Commissioners shall apply to 
the Sheriff of Calcutta to summon a Jury, and the 
sail Sheriff shall forthwith summon a Jury in man- 
ner hereinafter mentioned, to nssess the price which 
the said Commissioners shall pay to the said nner 
or owners for the purchase of such houses, buildings 
and grounds with all appurtenances as aforesaid. 


II. And whereas it is expedient to make pro- 
vision for those cases in which the said Commis- 
sioners may be able to purchase lands, buildings 
or tenements bv agreement, it is enacted, that it 
shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to agree with the owners of any lands, buildings 
or tenements by this Act authorized to be taken 
and which shall be required for the purposes of 
this Act, and with all parties having any estate or 
interest in such lands, buildings or tenements, or by 
this Act, or by any uther authority or power en- 
abled to sell and convey the same, for the absolute 
purchase of any such lands, buildings or tenements, 
or such parts thereof as they shall think proper, and 
of all estates and interests in such lands of what 
kind soever. 

IV. And it is enacted, that it shall and may 
be lawful for all parties being seized, possessed of, 
or entitled to any such lands, buildings or tene- 
ments, or any estate or interest therein, to sell and 
conyey or release the same to the aaid Commis- 
sioners and to enter into all necessary agreements 
for that purpose, and particularly it shall be law- 
ful fur all or any of the rattles parties so seized, 
possessed or entitled as aforesaid so to eell, convey 
or release (that is to say) all corporations, tenants 
in tail, or for life, married womten, seized in their 
own right or entitled to dower, guardians, com- 


mittees of Innatics and idiots, trustees or feofees in 
trust for charitable ar other purposes, executors 
and administrators, and all parties for the time 
being entitled to the receipt of the rents and pro- 
fits of any such lands in possession, or subject to 
any estate in dower, or to any lease for life or for 
lives, or for years, or any less interest, and the 
power so to sell and convey or release as aforesaid, 
may lawfully be exercised by all such parties not 
only on behalf of themselves and their respective 
Heirs, Executors, Administrators and Successors, 
but also for and on behalf of every person entitled 
in reversion, remainder or expectancy after them, 
or in defeasance of the estates of such parties. and 
as to such married women whether they be of full 
age or not as if they were sole and of fall age, and 
as to such guardians on behalf of their wards, and 
as to such committee on behalf of the lunatics and 
iuots of whom they are the camunittees respec- 
tively, and that to the sane extent as such wives, 
wards, lunatics and idiets respectively could bave 
exercised the same power under the authority of 
this Act if they had respectively been under no 
disability, and as to such Trustees, Kxecutors and 
Administrators on behalf of their cestui-que trusts 
whether infants, issue unborn, lunatics, femes 
covert or other persons, and that to the same 
estunt as such cestai-que trusts respectively could 
have exercised the same powers under the autho- 
rity of this Act if they had respectively been un- 
der no disability. 

V.  Anvdit is enacted, that the purchase money, 
consideration, or compensation to be paid or given 
for any lands, buildings or tenements to be pur- 
chased or taken from any party under any dis- 
ability or incapacity, and not having any power 
to sell or convey such lands except under the 
provisions of this Act, and the compensation to be 
paid for any permanent damage or injury to any 

uch lands, buildings or tenements, shall in all 
eases be determined by the verdict of a jury to be 
summoned as hereinafter provided, 

VI. And it is enacted, that it shall be lewful 
for any person seized in fee or entitled absolute- 
Jy for his own benefit to any lands, buildings or 
tenements authorized to be purchased for the pur- 
yoses of this Act to sell and convey such lands, 

uldings or tenements, or any part thereof, unto 
the said Conmissioners in consideration of an 
anuual rent-charge payable by the said Commis- 
sioners, but except as aforesaid the consideration 
to be paid for the purchase of any such lands, 
buildings or tenements, or fyr any damage done 
thereto, shall be in a gross sum, 


Vil. And it is enacted, that the yearly rent 
reserved by any conveyance of lands, buildings or 
tenements purchased by the said Commissioners 
for the purposes of this Act shall be charged on 
the rates hereinafter authorized to be raised and 
levied, and shall be paid by the said Commission- 
ers a8 such rents become payable, and if at any 
time any such rents be not paid within thirty days 
after they so become payable, and after demand 
thereof in writing, the person to whom any euch 
rent shall be payable, may recover the same from 
the snid Commissioners with costs of suit by action 
of debt in the said Supreme Court. 


Vill. And it is enacted, that when the said 
Commissioners shall require to parchase or take 
any of the lands, buildings or tenements which 
by this Act they are authorized to purchase or 
take, they shall give notice thereof to all the 
ties interested in such lands, or tothe parties enabled 
by this Act to sell and convey or release the same

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or such of the said parties ‘as ‘shall after diligent 
inquiry bo known to the said Commissioners ‘and 
by such notice shall demand from such parties 
the particulars of their estate,and interest in auch 
lands and of the claim nade’ by them in respect 
theroof, and every such notice shall state the par. 
ticulars of the lands ao required, and that the paid 
Conunissivners are willing tu treat for the ptr- 
chase thereof, and as to the compensation to be 
made to all parties for the dainayge that may be 
sustained by them by reason of the execution of 
the works. ; 

IX. And it is enacted, that all notices requir. 
ed to be served by the said Commissioners upen 
the parties interested in or entitled to sell an 
such lands, buildings or tenements shall either be 
served personally on such parties, or left at their 
last usual place of abode if any sach can after 
diligent inquiry be found, and in case any such 
parties shall be absent from the eaid Town or 
eannot be found after diligent inquiry, such no- 
tices shall be left with the occupier of such lands, 
or if ‘there be no such occupier shall be affixed 
upon some conspicuous part of such lands. 


X. And it is enacted, that if the party claim- 
ing compensation desire to have the same settled 
by arbitration, and stenify such desire by notice 
in writing to the said Commissioners before the 
have issued their warrant to the Sheriff to sum- 
mon a jury in respect of such lands under the 
provisions hereinafter contained, stating in auch 
notice the nature ef the interest in respect of 
which such party claims compensation, and the 
amount of the compensation so claimed the same 
shall be so settled by arbitration accordingly, but 
unless the party claiming compensation shall as 
aforesaid siguiry his desire to have the question of 
such compensasion settled by arbitration, or if

nominate and appoint an arbitrator to which two 
arbitrators such dispute shall be referred, and 
every appointinent of an arbitrator shall be made 
onthe part of the said Commissioners under the 
hands of two of the said Commissioners, or of 
their Clerk duly authorized by such two Commis- 
sioners, and on the part of any other party under 
the hand of such party, or if such party be @ cor-

And itds enacted, that if befure the mat- 
ters so referred shall be determined, any arbitra- 
tor appointed by either party shall die or become 
incapable to act, the party by whom such arbitra- 
tor Was appointed may nominate and appoint in 
writing aome other person to act in his place, and 
if for the space of seven days after notice in writing 
fruin the other party for that purpose he shall fuil 
to do so, the remaining or other arbitrator may 

roceed to hear and determine the matters which 
shall be in dispute, and every arbitrator who shall 
be so substituted as aforesaid shall have the same 
power and authorities as were vested in the former 
arbitrator at the tine of such his death or disabi- 
lity aforesaid. 


XIIL And it ts enacted, that where more than 
one arbitrator shall have been appointed such 
arbitrators shall before they enter upon the mat- 
ters referred to them, nominate and appoint by 
writing under their hands an umpire to decide on 
any such matters on which they shall defor, or 
which shall be reforred to him under the provi- 
sions of this Act, and if such umpire shall die or 
become incapable to act, they shall forthwith after 
such death or incapacity appoint another unpire in 
his place, and the decision of every such umpire 
on the matters so referred to him shall be final. 

ALV. And it is enacted, that if in either of the 
cases aforesaid the said arbitrators shall refuse, or 
shall for seven days after request of either party to 
such arbitration, neglect to appoint an umpire, 
any two of the Magistrates of Calcutta shall on the 
application of either party to such arbitration ap- 
point an umpire, and the decision of such umpire 
on the matters on which the arbitrators shall differ 
ac which shall be referred to hit under this Act 
shall be final. 


XV. And it is enacted, that when a single 
arbitrator shall have been appointed as herein- 
before provided, and such arbitrator shall die or 
become incapable to act before he shall have made 
his award, the matters referred to him shall be 
deterinined by arbitrators under the provisions of 
this Act in the same manner us if such arbitrator 
had not been appointed. 


XVI. And itis enacted, that if where more 
than one arbitrator shail have been appointed either 
of the arbitrators refnse, or for seven days after 
the day of his appointment shall neglect w act, the 
other arbitrator may proceed to hear aud deter- 
mine the matters in dispute, and the decision of 
such other arbitrator shall be as effectual as if he 
had been the single arbitrator appointed by both 
parties, 

XVII. And it is enacted, that if where more 
that one arbitrator shall have been appointed 
amd where neither of them shall refuse or nag- 
lect to act as aforcsaid, but such arbitrators 
shall fail to make their award within twenty-one 
days after the day on which the last of such arbi- 
‘twators shall have been appointed, or within auch 
extended time, (if any) as shall have been appoint- 
ed for that. purpose by both such arbitrators under 
their hands, the matters referred to them shall be 
determined by the. umpire to: be appointed as 


+ 
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XVII. And it ts enacted, that the said arbi- 
trotors or their umpire may eall for the proe- 
duction of any documents in tle possession or 
power of either party which they or he may think 
necessary fur determining the question in diapute, 
and may examine the parties or their witnesses on 
oath or solemn affirmation, and administer the 
oaths and solemn affirmation necessary for that 
purpose, 


XIX. And it is enacted, that before any such 
arbitrator or umpire as aforesaid shall enter into 
the consideration of any matters referred to him 
he shall in the presence of a Magistrate uf Calcutta 
mike and subscribe the following declaration, that 
18 tO Bay-— 

I, A. 1B. do solemnly and sincerely declare that 
I will fai thfuliy end honestly to the hest of my skill 
and ability hear and determine the mutters re-

And such declaration shal] be annexed to the 
award when made, and if any arbitrator or umpire 
having made such declaration shall wilfully act 
contrary thereto, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanonr. 


XX And it is enacted, that all the costs of 
any such arbitration and incident thereto, shall be 
settled by the said arbitrators and shall be borne 
by the said Commissioners, unless the arbitrators 
shall award the same or a less sum than shall have 
been offered by the said Commissioners in which case 
each party shall bear their own costs incident to the 
said arbitration, and the costs of the said arbitra- 
tors shall be borne by the parties in equal propor- 
tions. 

XXII. And it is enacted, that the said arbitra- 
tors or the said umpire, as the case may be, shall 
deliver their award in writing to the said Commis-

tively their lawful challenges agawnst such persons, 
and the Sheriff shall proceed to the trial and adju- 
dication of the matters in question by such jury, 
and such trial shall be attended in all respects 
with the like incidents and consequences, and the 
like penaltics shall be applicable as hereinbefore 
provided in the case of a trial by a common Jury. 

XLI. And it is enacted, that any other inquiry 
than that for the trial of which such special jury 
may have been struck and reduced as aforesaid 
may be tried by such jury provided the said Com- 
missioners aa all the other parties interested 
therein respectively shall give their consent to 
such trial. 

XLII. And it is enacted, that where the pur- 
chase money or compensation to be paid by the 
said Commissioners for any lands, buildings or 
tenements to be purchased or used by the said 
Commissioners shall be payable to any person 
who by reason of absence from the Preaidency of 
Bengal is prevented from treating, or who cannot 
after diligent inquiry be found, or who shall not 
appear at the time appointed for the inquiry before 
the jury as hereinafter provided after due notice 
thereof given to him, such purchase money or 
such compensation to be paid for any permanent 
injury to such lands, buildings or tenements shall 
be such as shall be determined by the valuation 
of such able practical Surveyor as two of the 
Magistrates of Calcutta afuresaid shall nominate 
for that purpose as hereinafter provided. 


XLII, And it is enacted, that upon applica- 
tion of the said Commissioners two of the Magie- 
trates of Calcutta aforesaid, and upon such proof 
as shall be satisfactory to them that any euch party 
is by reason of absence prevented from treating, 
or cannot after diligent inquiry be found, or that 
such party failed to appear on such inquiry before 
@ jury as aforesaid after due notice given to bim 
for that purpose, such Magistrates shall by writing 
under their hands nominate an able practical Sur- 
veyor, approved by the said Commissioners, to 
determine the amount of such purchase money or 
compensation as sforesuid, and such Surveyor shall 
determine the same according}y, ang shall annex 
to his valuation a declaration in writing sigaed by 
him of the correctness thereof. 


XLIV. And it is enacted, that before any 
such S:.rveyor shall enter upon the duty of making 
such valuation as aforesaid he shull in the presence 
of such Magistrates, or one of them, make and 
subscribe the declaration following at the foot uf 
such nomination by the said Magistraves as afore- 
said, that is to say—

And if any such Surveyor shall corruptly make 
such declaration, or having made such declaration, 
shall wilfully act contrary thereto he shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanour. 


XLV. And it is enacted, that the said nomi- 
nation and declaration shall be annexed to the 
valuation to he made by such Surveyor and shall 
be preserved together therewith by the Clerk to 
the said Commissioners, and he shall at all reason. 
able times produce at his office the said valuation 
and o:her documents on demand to the owner of 
lands, buildings or tenements comprized in such 
valuation and to all other parties interested therein. 


XLVI. And itis enacted, that ia estimating 
the purchase money or compensation to be paid 
by the said Commissioners in any of the cases 
aforesaid regard shall be had by the Magistrates, 
Arbitratora or Surveyors, as the case may be, not 
only to tho value of the lands, buildings or tene- 
ments tobe purchased by the said Commission- 
ers, but also to the damage if any to be sustained

submitted to arbitration, and thereupon the same

XLVIUL And it is enacted, that the ques- 
tion to be submitted to the arbitrators in the case 
last aforesaid shall be whether the said sum so de- 
posited as aforesaid by the said Commissioners 
was a sufficient sum, or whether any and what 
further sum ought to be paid or deposited by 
them. 

XLIX. And it is enacted, that if the arhitra-

LI. Andit is enacted, that if any party shall 
be entitled to any compensation in respect of any 
Jands, buildings or tenements, or of any interest 
therein which shall have been taken for or injuri- 
ously affected by the execution of the works of the 
suid Commissioners, and for which the said Com- 
missioners shall not have made satisfaction under 
the provisions of this Act, such party may have 
the same settled either by arbitration or by the 
verdict of a jury as he shall think fit; and if the 
said party desire to have the same settled by arbi- 
tration it shall be lawful for him to give notice in 
writing to the said Commiasioners of such his 
desire, stating in such notice the nature of the

tied “ox Promiaeory Notes of the Eaat India 
Comipaiy, cottimeniy called Company's Paper, 
at the ‘durtént ‘price of the day, and to deposit

the same with the Government Agent at Fort 
William aforesaid in the name and with the 
privity of the Accountant General of the said 
Supreme Court to be placed by him to the 
account of such Accountant General to the 
credit of the parties interested, or who may be 
or become interested in such jands, houses, 
tenemeuts, or hereditaments, describing both 
them and the waid parties so far as the said 
Commissioners ran do pursuant to the course of

LIII. And it is enacted, that where any pur- 
chase money or compensation paid as aforesaid 
under the provisions of this Act shall have been 
paid in respect of any lease for a life or lives, er 
years, or any estate in lands, tenements or here- 
ditaments less than the whole fee simple thereof, 
or in respect of any reversion dependent on any 
suct: lease or estate, it shall be lawful for the said 
Supreme Court on the petition of any party inter- 
ested in such money to order that the same shall 
be laid out, invested, accumulated and paid in such 
manner as the said Court may consider will give 
to the parties interested in such money the same 
benefit therefrom as they might lawfully have had 
from the lease, estate or reversion in respect of 
which such money shall have been paid or as near 
thereto as may be. 


LIV. And it is enacted, that upon payment 
or deposit in manner hereinbefore mentioned of 


the purchase money or compensation spreed or 
awarded to be paid in respect of any lands, tene- 
ments, or hereditaments purchased or taken by 
the said Commissioners under the provisions of 
this Act, the owners of and all parties by this 
Act enabled to sell or convey such lands, tene- 
ments, and hereditaments shall when required so 
to do by the sad Commissioners, duly convey 
such lands to the said Commissioners, or as they 
shall direct, and in default thereof, or if such 
party fail to adduce a good title to such lands, 
tenements, and hereditaments to the satisfaction 
of the said Commissioners it shall be jawfal for 
the said Commissioners if they think fit to exe- 
cute a deed of sale under their common seal, con- 
taining a description of the lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments in respect of which such default

And it is enacted, that a Register of 
all the said mortgages shall be kept hy the Clerk 
of the said Commissioners, and within fourteen 
days after the date of any mortgage an entry or 
memorial speefying the number and date of such

LXVIJL And in order that no undue prefer- 
ence may be given ia paying off any moftgages it 
is enacted, that whenever the said Commissioners 
shall ba enabled to pay off one or more out of the 
number of the said mortgages, or a part of the 
money secured on any such mortgage, they shall 
decide the order in which such mortgages shall be 
paid off by lot or ballot, and shall Calve a notice 
signed by their Clerk to be given to the person 
eutitled to the money to be paid of purauant to 


such lot or ballot, and such notice shall express 
the principal sum proposed to be paid off, and 
that the same will be paid together with the in- 
terest due thereon, at the office of the Clerk of 
the said Commissioners on a day and at an hour 
to be specified at the expiration of six months 
from the date of giving such notice. 


LXIX. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners may if they think proper fix a period 
for the repayment of the whole of the principal 
money borrowed on any one mortgage under the 
provisions of this Act with the interest thereon, 
and in such case the said Commissioners shall 
cause such period to be inserted in the mortgage 
deed, and upon the expiration of such period the 
said principal sum, together with the arrears of 
interest thereon, shall on demand be paid to the 
party entitled to receive such principal sum and 
interest, and if no other place @f payment be in- 
serted in such mortgage deed such principal and 
interest shall be payable at the office of the Clerk 
of the said Commissioners. 


LAX. And it is enacted, that if no time be 
fixed in the mortgage deed for the repayment of 
the money so borrowed the party entitled to receive

The org Extract from the proceedings of the 
Hon'ble the resident of the Council of India in 
Council, in the Legislative branch of the Home 
Department, under date the 6th November 1847, 
is published for general information : 


Read a second time the Draft of a proposed Act 
dated the 31st October 1846, and pabtiahed in the 
Calcutta Gazette of the 7th November 1846, to 
enable the Commissioners who may be appointed 
under Act to purchase real or personal pro- 
perty for the improvement of the Town of Calcutta. 


Resolution.—The Hon'ble the President in Coun- 
ei} resolves that the following amended Draft on 
the sttbject be published for general information : 


To enable the Commissioners who may be appoint- 
ed under Act XVI. of 1847 to purchase and 
hold real or personal property for the improve- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta. 


Whereas by Act XVI. of 1847, entitled an Act 
for constituting Commissioners for the Improve- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta, partly by appoint- 
ment of the Government and partly by election of 
the Rate-payers, provision was made for the ap- 

ointment and election of such Commissioners, or 
in default of election, for the appointment of the 
whole of such Commissioners. 


And whereas it is expedient, that provision 
shonld be made to enable such Commissioners to 
purchase and hold real or personal property for the 
purposes aforesaid in manner hereinafter mentioned. 

jee whereas it is probable that benevolent and 

ublic spirited individuals, with the view of contri- 
Pating to the improvement and adornment of the 
said Town may be desirous of settling real or 
personal property by Deed or Will upon such Com- 
missioners ; 

I. tis therefore enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shal} be Trustees for and on behalf of 
the Government of Fort William in Bengal, and 
of the ee of Calcutta, — ~~ sue ae be 
sve@'at Law and in Equity in Her Majesty’s Su- 
preme Court of Tallcatare ot Fort William by the 
name of the Commissioners for the improvement of 
the Town of Calcutta, and shall have a common 
seal, and shall have power to take, purchase and 
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hold lands, tenements, hereditaments, “goods, chat- 


tels and other property, as such Trustees for the 
purposes aforesaid. 


If. And it is enacted, that whenever it shall 
appear to the said Commissioners, or a majority of 
them, that it is necessary they should purchase any 
any honses, buildings or grounds for the purposes 
aforesaid, the said Commissioners shall represent 
the same to the Governor of Bengal, and if he shall 
consent thereto, but not otherwise, shall enter into 
treaties for the purchase of such houses, buildings 
or grounds with the owners thereuf, and in case 
they shall not be able to come to agreement with 
such owners or the amount of compensation shall 
not be settled by arbitration as hereinafter pro- 
vided, thon the said Commissioners shall apply to 
the Sheriff of Calcutta to summon a Jury, and the 
said Sheriff shall forthwith summon a Jury in man- 
ner hereinafter mentioned, to assess the price which 
the said Commissioners shall pay to the said owner 
or owners for the purchase of such houses, buildings 
and grounds with all appurtenances as aforesaid. 


II}. And whereas it is expedient to make pro- 
vision for those cases in which the said Commis- 
sioners may be able to purchase lands, buildin 
or tencments by agreement, it is enacted, that it « 
shali and may be lawful for the said Oommissioners 
to agree with the owners of any lands, buildings 
or tenements by this Act anthorized,to be taken 
and which shall be required for the purposes of 
this Act, and with all parties having any estate or 
interest in such lands, buildings or tenements, or by 
this Act, or by any other authority or power en- 
abled to sell and convey the same, for the absoluta 
purchase of any such lunds, buildings or tenements, 
er such parts thereof as they shall think proper, and 
of all estates and interests in such lands of what 
kind soever. 

IV. And it is enacted, that it shall and may 
be lawful for all parties being seized, possessed of, 
or entitled to any sach lands, buildings or tene- 
ments, or any estate or interest therein, to sell and 
convey or release the same to the said Commis- 
sioners and to enter into all necessary agreements 
for that purpose, and particularly it shall be law- 
ful for all or any of the following parties so seized, 

esed or entitled as aforesaid so to sell, convey 
or release Soe is to say) all corporations, tenants 
in tail, or for life, married women, seized in their 
own right or entitled to dower, guardians, com- 


mittees of lunatics and idiots, trustees or feofees in 
trust for charitable or other purposes, executors 
and administrators, and all parties for the time 
being entitled to the receipt of the rents and pro- 
fits of any such lands in possession, or enbject to 
any estate in dower, or to any lease for life or for 
lives, or for years, or any less interest, and the 
power so to sell and convey or release as aforesaid, 
may lawfully be exercised by all such parties not 
only on behalf of themselves and their respective 
Heirs, Executors, Administrators and Successors, 
but also for and on behalf of every person entitled 
in reversion, remainder or expectancy after them, 
or in defeasance of the estates uf such parties, and 
as to such married women whether they be of full 
age or not as if they were sole and of full age, aid 
as to such guardians on behalf of their wards, and 
as to such committee on behalfwf the lunatics and 
idiots of whom they are the committees reapec- 
tively, and that to the same extent as such wives, 
miele lunatics and idiots respectively could have 
exercised the same power under the authority of 
this Act if they had respectively been under no 
disability, and as to such Trustees, Executors and 
Administrators on behalf of their cestui-que trusts 
whether infants, issue unborn, Iunatics, femes 
covert or other persons, and that to the same 
extent as such cestui-que trusts respectively could 
have exercised the same powers under the autho- 
rity of this Act if they had respectively been un- 
der no disability. 

V. And it is enacted, that the purchase money, 
consideration, or compensation to be paid or vivon 
for any lands, buildings or tenements to be pur- 


chased or taken from any party under any dis- | 


ability or incapacity, and not having any power 
to sell or convey such lands execpt under the 
provisions of this Act, and the compensation to be 
paid for any permanent damage or injury to any 
such lands, buildings or tenements, shall in all 
eases be determined by the verdict ofa jury to be 
summoned as hereinafter provided, 


VI. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any person seized in fee or entitled absolute- 
ly for his own benefit to any lands, bnildings or 
tenements authorized to be purchased for the pur- 
aa of this Act to sell and convey such lands, 

uildings or tenements, or any part thereof, unto 
the said Commissioners in consideration of an 
annual rent-charge payable by the said Oommis- 
sioners, but except as aforesaid the consideration 
to be paid for the purchase of any such lands, 
buildings ar tenements, or for any damage done 
thereto, aball be in a gross sum. 


VH. And it is enacted, that the yearly rent 
reserved by any conveyance of lands, buildings or 
tenements purchased by the said Commissioners

notice the nature of the interest in respect of 
which such party claims compensation, and the 
amount of the compensation so claimed the same 
shall be so settled by arbitration accordingly, but 
unless the party claiming compensation shall as 
aforesaid signify his desire to have the question of 
such compensasion settled by arbitration, or if

of such single arbitrator shall be final. 


XII. And it ia enacted, that if befure the mat- 
ters so referred shall be determined, any arbitra- 
tor appointed by either party shall die or become 
incapable to uct, the party by whom such arbitra- 
tor was appointed may nominate and appoint in 
writing sume other person to act in his place, and 
if for the space of seven days after notice in writing 
from the other party for that purpose he shall fail 
todo so, the remaining or other arbitrator may

XXIV. And it is enacted, that in every case 
in which a dispute or difference shall ‘arise between 
the said Commissioners, and any person or persons 
whose property they may intend or desire to pur- 
chase for the pea wie of this Act as to the amount of 
compensation to be paid for the said property which 
difference and dispute either of the said parties 
shall refuse to settle by arbitration the said Com- 
missioners shall issue.a warrant in writing signed 
by any one of them and sealed with their common 
seal to the Sheriff of Calcutta, requiring bim to 


summon a jury for the purpose of settling the said 
difference or dispute, and if snch Sheriff be inter- 
ested in the matter in dispute such warrant 
shall be addressed and sent to the Coroner of 
Calcutta, and if the said Sheriff and the said Coro- 
ner be both of them interested in the said matter 
then the said warrant shall be addressed and sent 
to the last — who shall have filled the office 
of Sheriff of Calcutta who is not interested in the 
said matter, and who is at the time of the issuing 
the said warrant an inhabitant of the said Town 
of Calcutta, and every such Sheriff, Coroner, or 
Ex-Sheriff shall have power if he think fit to ap- 
point a Deputy or Assessor.

in Council for the first time on the 6th of Novem- 
ber, 1847:

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisablg to 
publish a Notice in the Caleutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generslly, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they destre their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dumited weight of two tnlas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of ther Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d —By the last Express I dispatched as usual

The following Extract from the proceedings of the 
Hon'ble the President of the Council of India in 
Council, in the Legislative brancl of the Home 
Department, under date the 6th November 1847, 
is published for general information : 


Read a second time the Draft of a proposed Act 
dated the 31st October 1846, and nubliahied in the 
Caleutta Gazette of the 7th November 1846, to 
enable the Commissioners who may be appointed 
under Act to purchase real or personal pro- 
perty for the improvement of the Town of Calcutta. 


Resolution —The Horhle the President in Coun- 
cil resolves that the following amended Draft on 
the subject be published for general information: 


Act No. oF 1847. 


To enable the Commissioners who may be appoint- 
ed under Act XVI. of 1847 to purchase .and 
hold real or personal property for the tinprove- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta. 


Whereas by Act XVI. of 1847, entitled an Act 
for constituting Commissioners for the Improve- 
ment of the Town of Calcutta, partly by appoint- 
ment of the Government and partly by election of 
the Rate-payers, provision was made for the ap- 

ointment and election of such Commissioners, or 
in default of election, for the appointment of the 
whole of such Commissioners, 


And whereas it is expedient, that provision 
sitenld be made to enable such Commissioners to 
purchase and hold real or personal property for the 
purposes aforesaid in manner hereinafter mentioned. 

‘ And whereas it is probable that benevolent and 
blic spirited individuals, with the view of contri- 
ve to the improvement and adornment of the 
exid "Town may be desirous of settling real or 
flerwétial property by Deed or Will upon auch Oom- 
"6 a 3 ne m 
1. Gris’ therefore enacted, that the seid Oom- 
Be oiers. shall be Trustees for and on behalf of 
the Governiaept of Fort William in Bengal, and 
ef the inhabitatte of Calcutta, and shall sue and be 
wed at Law’ atid it Equity in Her Majesty's Su- 
Bae Gout of dicature at Fort Wilhkam by the

aeid'ahall have power to take, purchase and 
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tenements, hereditaments, ‘goods, chat- 
tels and other property, as such Trustees for the 
purposes aforesaid. 


IT. And it is enacted, that whenever it shall 
appear to the said Commissioners, or a majority of 
them, that it is necessary they should purchase any 
any houses, buildings or grounds for the purposes 
aforesaid, the said Commissioners shall represent 
the same to the Governor of Bengal, and if ho shall 
consent thereto, but not otherwise, shall enter into 
treatics for the purchase of such houses, buildings 
or grounds with the owners thereof, and in case 
they shall not be able to come to agreement with 
such owners or the amount of compensation shall 
not be settled by arbitration as hereinafter pro- 
vided, then the said Commissioners shall apply to 
the Sheriff of Calcutta to summon a Jury, and the 
said Sheriff shall forthwith summon a Jury in man- 
ner hereinafter mentioned, to assess the price which 
the said Commissioners shall pay to the said owner 
or owners for the purchase of such houses, buildings 
and grounds with all appurtenances as aforesaid. 


III. And whereas it is expedient to make pro- 
vision for those cases in which the said Commis- 
sioners may be able to purchase lands, buildings 
or tenements by agreement, it is enacted, that it 
shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to agree with the owners of any lands, buildings 
or tenements by this Act authorized to be taken 
and which shall be required for the purposes of 
this Act, and with all parties having any estate or 
interest in such lands, buildings or tenements, or by 
this Act, or by any other authority or power en- 
abled to sell and convey the same, for the absolata 
purchase of any such lands, see or tenements, 
or such parts thereof as they shall think prepet, and 
of all estates and interests in such lands of what 
kind soever. 

IV. And it is enacted, that it shall and may 
be lawful for all parties being seized, possessed of, 
or entitled to any such lands, buildiags or tene- 
ments, or any estate or intereat therein, to sell‘and 
convey or, release = to the suid Commis- 
sioners and to enter int necessary a ts 
for that purpose, and particularly it hall » betlaw- 
ful for all or any of the following ‘parties so seized, 
possessed or entitled as aforesaid 40 to well, cotivey 
or release er is to say) all corporations, tenants 
jn tail, or for life, married women, seized in their 
own right or entitled to dower, guardians, com- 


mittees of lunatics and idiots, trustees or feofees in 
trust for charitable or other purposes, executors 
and administrators, and all parties for the time 
being entitled to the receipt of the rents and pra» 
fits of any such lands in possession, or subject to 
any estate in dower, or to any lease for life or for 
lives, or for years, or any leas interest, and the 
power so to sell and convey or release ag aforegaid, 
may lawfully be exercised by all such parties not 
only on behalf of themselves and their respective 
Heirs, Executors, Administrators and Successors, 
but also for and on behalf of every persén entitled 
in reversion, remainder or expectancy after them, 
or in defeasance of the estates of such parties, and 
as to such married women whether they be of full 
age or not as if they were sole and of fall age, and 
as to such guardians on behalf of their wards, and 
as to such committee on behalf,of the lunatics and 
idiots of whom they are the committees respec- 
tively, and that to the same extent as such wives, 
wards, lunatics and idiots respectively could have 
exercised the same power under the authority of 
this Act if they had respectively been under no 
disability, and as to such Trustees, Executors and 
Administrators on behalf of their cestui-que trusts 
whether infants, issue unborn, lunatics, femes 
covert or other persons, and that to the same 
extent as such cestui-que trusts respectively could 
have exercised the same powers under the autho- 
rity of this Act if they had respectively been un- 
der no disability. 


V. And it is enacted, that the purchase money, 


consideration, or compensation to he paid or given | 


for any lands, buildings or tenements to be pur- 
chased ‘or taken from any party under any dis- 
ability or incapacity, and not having any power 
to sell or convey such lands except under the 
provisions of this Act, and the compensation to be 
paid for any permanent damage or injury to any 
such lands, buildings or tenements, shall in all 
cases be determined by the verdict of a jury to be 
summoned ag hereinafter provided. ' 


VI. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any person seized in fee or entitled absolute- 
ly for hig own benefit to any lands, buildings or 
tenements authorized to be purchased for the pur- 

oses of this Act to sell ad convey such lands, 

uildings or tenements, or any part thereof, unto 
the seid Commissioners in consideration of an 
annual rent-charge payable by the said Commis- 
sioners, but exeept as aforesaid the consideration 
to be paid for the purchase of any such lands, 
buildings or tenements, or for any damage done 
thereto, shall be in a gross sum. 


VII. And it is enacted, that the yearly rent 
reserved by any conveyance of lands, buildings or 
tenements purchased by the said Commissioners 
for the purposes of this Act shall be charged on 
the rates hereinafter authorized to be raised and

parties shull be absent from the a or 
cannot be found after diligent inquiry,"Such no- 
tices shall be left with the occupier of su¢h lands, 
or if {there be no such occupier shall be affixed 
upon some conspicuous part of such lands, 


X. And it is enacted, that if the party claim- 
ing compensation desire to have the same settled 
by arbitration, and signify such desire by notice 
in writing to the said Commissioners before they 
have issued their warrant to the Sheriff to sum- 
mon a jury in respect of such lands under the 
provisions hereinafter contained, stating in such 
notice the nature of the interest in respect of 
which such party claims compensation, and the 
axmount of the compensation so claimed the same 
shall be so settled by arbitration accordingly, but 
unless the party claiming compensation shall as 
aforesaid signify his desire to have the question of 
such compensasion settled by arbitration, or if 
when the matter shall have been referred to arbi- 
tration the arbitrators or the umpire shall for 
three months have failed to make their or his 
award, or if no final award shall be made, the 
question of such compensation shall be settled by 
the verdict of a jury as hereinafter provided. 


XI. And it is enacted, that when any ques- 
tion of disputed compensation by this Act autho- 
rized or required to be settled by arbitration,

from the other party for that purpose he shall fail

shall be in dispute, and every arbitrator who shall 
be sd substituted as fires shall have the same 
power and authorities as were vested in the former 
arbitragor at the time of such his death or disabi- 
lity aforesaid. 


XIII. And it is enacted, that where more than 
one arbitrator shall have been appointed such 
arbitrators shall before they enter upon the mat- 
ters referred to them, nominate and appoint by 
writing under their hands an umpire to decide on 
any such matters on which they shall defer, or 
which shall be referred to him under the provi- 
sions of this Act, and if such umpire shall die or 
become incapable to act, they shall forthwith after 
such death or incapacity appoint another umpire in 
his place, and the decision of every such umpire 
on the matters so referred to him shall be final. 


XIV. And it is enacted, that if in either of the 
cases aforesaid the said arbitrators shall refuse, or 
shall for seven days after request of either party to 
such arbitration, neglect to appoint an umpire, 
any tio of the Magistrates of Calcutta shall on the 
application of either party to such arbitration ap- 
point an umpire, and the decision of such umpire 
on the matters on which the arbitrators shall differ 
or which shale referred to him under this Act 
shall be final, 

XV. And it is enacted, that when a single 
arbitrator shall have been appointed as herein- 
before provided, and such arbitrator shall die or 
become incapable to act before he shall have made 
his award, the matters referred to him shall be 
determined by arbitrators under the provisions of 
this Act in the same manner as if such arbitrator 
had not been appointed. 

XVI. And it is enacted, that if where more 
than orie arbitrator shall have been appointed either 
of the arbitrators refuse, or for seven days after 
‘the diy of his appointment shall neglect to act, the 
‘other arbitrator may roceed to hear and deter- 
mine the matters in dispute, and the decision of

And such declaration shall be annexed to the 
award when made, and if any arbitrator or umpire 
having made such declaration shall wilfully act

XX And it is enacted, that all the costs of 
any such arbitration and incident thereto, shall be 
settled by the said arbitrators and shall be borne 
by the said Commissioners, unless the arbitrators 
shall award the same or a Jess sum than shall have 
been offered by the said Commissioners in which case 
each party shall bear their own costs incident to the 
said arbitration, and the costs of the said arbitra~ 
tors shall be borne by the parties in equal propor- 
tions. 

XXII, And it is enacted, that the said arbitra-

Whereas doubts have arisen as to the meaning 
of the words * Thug” and * Thuggee,” and the 
expression “* Murder by ‘Ihuggee,” when used in 
the Acts of the Council of India: — 

It is hereby declared and enacted, that the word 
“Thug” when used in any Act heretofore passed 
by the Council of India, shall be taken to have 
meant and to mean a person who is, or has at any 
time been habitually associated with any other o) 
others for the purpose of committing, by means 
intended by such person or known by such person 
to be likely to cause the death of anv person, the 
offence of Child-stealing or the offence of Robbery 
not amounting to Dacoity. And that the word 
“ Thuggee” when used in such Acts shall be taken 
to have meant and to mean the offence of commit- 
ting or attempting any such Child-stealing or Rob- 
bery bya Thug. And that the expression “ Mur- 
der by Thuggee,” when used in such Acts shall be 
taken to have meant and to mean Murder when 
employed as the means of committing such Child- 
atealing or such Robbery by a ‘Thug. 

Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information.

An Act to repeal Acts No, XI. of 1839 and 
No, ALL of \840, and to raise funds Jor Police and 
Municipal purposes throughout the Settlement of 
Prince af Wales’ Island, Stugapore and Malacca, 
and the d:pendencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto, by levying an Assessment upon the 
rents, produce and income derived from Buildings 
and Lands within the said Settlement and by taxing 
Carriages, Waggons, Carts, Horses, and Mules hept 
or used within the sume. 


i. It is hereby enacied, that from and after the 
day of Act No. NIL. of 
1839 and Act No. XII. of 1840, are repealed. 


Il. And it is hereby enacted, that from the 

day of an Asseesmenr at a rate 
not exceeding ten per cent. to be fixed from time 
to time, as he shall think fit, by the Chief Civil 
Authority within the Incorporated Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
shall be levied every half-year in advance on the 
actual or estimated rents of all Houses, Shops and 
other Bu 'idings situated within the said Settlement 
and the dependencies and places now or hereafter 
to be subordinate or annexed thereto, to be paid 
by the Lenaut or Tenants, or Occupier or Occu- 
piers of such Houses, Shops and other Buildings 
at the time of such Assessment Provided always, 
that the several Houses or Buildings specified in 
Schedule A hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from Assessment under this Act.

lands to furnish him either annually or half 
yearly in writing under his or their hand or hands 
with a true and detailed vratement of the 
gross and actual quantity and amount of pro-
